It is probable that iconoclasnr was never more prevalent in 


this country than it'is today. 
If there is one thing that "sci- 


entists" and others enjoy, more than another it is the ahnihila- 
'tion of ideas, beliefs ;yid institutions which were once consid- 
ered'firmly established'on the basis of truth, and the greatest 
satisfaction is taken in ripping them up by the roots and throw- 
ing them into.the discard. Many things which have been rec- 
ognized as indisputable facts for years, and even for genera- 
tions, are being branded as utterly false and cast aside as use- 
less and outgrown. The beliefs thus overthrown pertain to 
business, to politics, to religion, to medicine and to practically 
all the affairs of life. The tendency is to regard as wrong most 
of that which lias been, and to accept as right new ideas simply 
because they are new, without Awaiting to subject them to (he 
test of experience. 


All who read and reflect know this to be true, and it some- 


times seems as if'we were traveling a little too fast along the 
line of departure from the old and embracement of Hie new. 
Progress involves a willingness to do lliis in cases where truth 
is clearly established, but there is danger that in the rush for 
the new and the readiness to discard the old it may be for- 
gotten that the. new is not necessarily true because it is new, 
and that the old is not necessarily false because il is old. 


Hardly a day passes tlrat some one in the name of "science" 


does not come forward to show that what has long been ac- 
cepted truth is all wrong, and to bring forth an alleged discov- 
ery with which to replace it. And in too many cases the pro- 
posed changes are accepted without question until another 
investigator discovers that we are all wrong. 


One of the latest and most surprising contentions is that 


disinfection by means of fumigation is a humbug and super- 
stition. Fumigation has long been practiced in the belief thai 
il was highly valuable in the prevention of infectious and con- 
tagious diseases, but the health officer of a large city now 
comes forward with the claim thai this is a mistake, and says 
that years of experiment and observation convince him that 
fumigation amounts to nothing except great inconvenience to 
families whose houses are subjected to the process. 


Possibly this is so, but it will be well to treat the claim with 


caution. And it is always well to await tiie proofs before 
mak- 


ing important changes on the strength of mere allegation, no 
matter how "scientific."
